The following items from an inter¬ 
esting letter recently received from 
Gunner Clarence Blaxall, will doubt¬ 
less prove of interest to his friends 
in Vulcan. 

“I entered the line on the 27th of 
August in front of Arras. From Al¬ 
ias we worked toCambrai, then we 
went North through Douai on to 
Rouelt, where we met the first civ¬ 
ilians, through Domain and from 
there' to Valenciennes, and finished on 
the light of Mons, so you will know 
by what you have read in the papers 
what I have been through. I was 
only ir\ the line about four months, 
but it was quite enough to do my 
bit and experience the worst fighting 
of the last four years. Cambrai was 
tried for twice by the British and 
once by the Americans, but it toox 
the Canadians to take it. The Ger¬ 
mans drained all their fronts to stop 
the Canadians but it was-no good. It 
cost a *>t of lives, not only to our 
own battery, but to the whole corps. 
It was after Cambrai that we knew 
we had them beaten as you could 
see them weakening every day. The 
11th of November was a surprise to 
us all as we had not seen the pa¬ 
pers for quite a while and did not 
know how things were going, and 
the night before the armistice we 
worked .practically all night for a. 
big surprise on the Germans. The 
surprise came off alright, net only on 
the %k-rman side but to us as well. 
There was a great old cheer when the 
last shell was fired from our battery. 
A few days after that we pulled out 
of Mons and the whole corps started 
out to Germany. The first and sec¬ 
ond division who were attached to 
the armV of occupation went over 
the Rhine into Germany, and we

-}. M. Steewart, of Dominion Seed 
Branch, Say» Bulk of these 
Oota Sent West Will Be 
Used in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan 


•The half-million bushels of super¬ 
quality Ontario seed oafb, which have 
been shipped to the western provinces 
for seed purposes, will be used chiefly 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and 
is hardly likely that any of them will 
Ire used in Alberta as there are 
enough here to meet the require¬ 
ments of the farmers,” was the 
statement made on Wednesday b> 
G. M. Stewart of thp Dominion . eed 
grain branch. Mr. Stewart further 
remarked that there was absolutelj 
90 doubt as to the germination test* 
made of these oats, and that the\ 
were of the very best qualify fci 
seed purposes. 

Regarding the comments madf 
about the quality of the oats in ques¬ 
tion. Mr. Stewart said thet theywert 
probably made because the Ontario 
oat was a long, thin oat, and not us 
plump looking as the Western oat. 
This made no difference, for if .‘he 
germination test was high, they would 
grow perfectly well. It is not the 
thickness of the hull that counts, bu‘ 
the meat that is inside. Mr. Stew¬ 
art recollected the occasion when the 
large quantities of seed oats were 
shipped from England, and these 
were quickly adapted to Western con¬ 
ditions of soil and climate and pro¬ 
duced the heavier berry. 


HAIL INSURANCE 

VOTE FAVORABLE 


Returns Show 39 Municipalities ol 
Necessary 45 Are in Favor 


The Government Hail Insurance 
Act is now practically certain to gc 
irto operation in the Province thu 
year, latest returns flom the Muni¬ 
cipal Districts voting on it showing 
that of 76 which have reported, 3t 
have voted for, 37 agains4 r and about 
70 are yet to be heard from. 

As a minimum of 45 Municipal dis¬ 
tricts must vote in favor of the Act 
to bring it into operation, it is 
assured that there will be sufficient 
liTMavor" In the remaining 'districts 
to be heard from to make the Act 
law. — 

According to E. H. Malcolm, chair 
man of the Provincial Hail Insurance 
Board, every district where speakers 
went out to explain the Act, it car¬ 
ried. By its terms, the Act does 
not come into operation in the dis-. 
tricts which voted against it, but in¬ 
dividual farmers in t^iese districts 
who desif.' to come under its terms 
may do so on application. On the 
other hand individual farmers in dis¬ 
tricts which voted for the Act, whe 
do not desire to be brought under it 
may withdraw' by giving notice prioi 
to May \ t.

TRY AN ADVOCATE WANT AD 


That the Provincial Government 
will stand security for an advance ol 
over $700,000 in the purchase of seed 
grain throughout Alberta during the 
next three months, was the announce¬ 
ment of the Hon. Duncan Marshall 
in the Legislature Friday. 

The house dealt with the new seed 
grain act in committee of the whole 
and agreed to amendments proposed 
by the Minister of Agriculture per¬ 
mitting loans up to $.750 of which 
sum up to $90 may be expended in 
purchasing feed for Spring w T ork, 
this feed to consist either ,of grain 
or hay or both. The rabe of interest 
upon the loans is placed at 7 per 
cent and the notes will mature No¬ 
vember 1, although definite assurance 
was given by Mr. Marshall and by 
Premier Stewart that it is riot the 
governments intention to press ;%y 
farmer for payment at that time 
when the circumstances would appear 
to warrant a further extension of 
time.

UNLIKELY OTTAWA WILL PASS 
MEASURE TO SAVE DAY 
LIGHT THIS YEAR 


Though the U. S. Congress conclu¬ 
ded its labors without repealing the 
daylight saving bill, it is hardly like¬ 
ly that the Canadian Parliament will 
>ass a measure to continue the sys- 
.em which advanced the clocks of the 
Dominion an hour last year. There 
has been so mush opposition to the 
■cheme on the part of the organized 
farmers both in the West and On- 
its introduction this year would be 
too unpopular. 


MARKET WHOLE OF 
U. S. CROP WITHOUT 

LOSS TO THE GOVT. 


Hoover Thinks There Will Be No 
Difficulty; Price Would Be High 
On a Free Market 


Herbert Hoover, United Statefrifood 
administrator, asked whether the 
United States would lose the billion 
dollars appropriated to support the 
guarantee for next year’s wheat crop, 
soid: 

“The question of government loss, 
if any, would revolve around several 
different factors. First, whether we 
or the world will have any surplus 
from the 1918 crop to carry over in¬ 
to next year. Second, what the sup¬ 
ply and demand will be for .‘he 1919 
crop; and third, whether the govern¬ 
ment should delibeiately decide to 
take a loss in order to lower the price 
of bread. 

“As to the supply and demand for 
he 1918 crop, changes in the world 
demand during the last month, shown 
by widespread investigation of the 
food needs of Europe, indicate that 
there will be no surplus to carry ov¬ 
er into the 1919 crop. 

“The needs of Europe are larger 
,han our previous estimate. Alto¬ 
gether the balance of the supply and 
demand for our present wheat now 
looks as though we might see wheat 
at $2.50 a bushel as it was- in the 
Spring of 1917, if there is a free 
narket in wheat and uncontrolled 
prices. So much for the 1918 crop, 
there can be no free maiket of 90 
per cent of The world's - exports. 
Wheat is controlled by the wheat ex¬ 
ecutive in London. 

“As to the 1919 crop, it is, of 
course, too earlj^to jpme-.Jo any pre¬ 
cise conclusion. Our crop looks any¬ 
thing from 10 to 20 per cent greater 
next year than last year. 

“Therefore, to all present appear¬ 
ances, it should be possible to mar¬ 
ket the whole of next year’s crop 
without loss to the government. 

“As to whether the government will 
deliberately take a loss below the 
price of $2.26 a bushel in order to 
lower the price of bread is a matter 
that will have to be determined by 
-he officials of the day. It appears 
.0 me the price of wheat, if there is 
a free market, may be above $2.26, 
and in any event speh a loss would 
oe a direct substruction from • the 
bread prices just as it is now paid 
.n most of the' European countries.

Mr. McCallum of Vegreville intro¬ 
duced a resolution to the effect that 
the House approve of a contribution 
of $2,000.00 to every soldier. The 
soldier members of the House almost 
unanimously resented this' and con¬ 
sidered that it was an interference 
with the negotiotions now being cur¬ 
ried, on by the Great War Veterans 
Assertion. At a meeting of the 
Provincial Executive of this Associa¬ 
tion held here on Sunday it was de¬ 
cided that no action be taken in re¬ 
gard to this propaganda and that the 
discussion of the question should be 
left to the various locals. The fact 
that Mr. McCallum was the represen¬ 
tative from Vegreville which district 
contains many aliens did not mitigate 
the bitter opposition on the part of 
the soldier members*. 

Dr. Stanley has introduced a mo¬ 
tion which has been agreed to, which 
calls for information respecting the 
prescribing of liquor by doctors in 
the cities of Calgary and Edmonton. 
The opinion is that a doctor is a pub¬ 
lic servant and that the public have 
a rigjit to know the amount of liquor 
that he is dispensing to the "public. 
It is thought that some physicians 
will not be too well pleased to see 
their names attached to the prescrib¬ 
ing of unreasonoble quantities of 
liquor. 

The Minister of Public Works has 
under consideration the construction 
of a trunk road which is to leave the 
main North and South trunk road 
ruiwiing Eastward and Southward to 
Lethbridge. 

Three proportions are being con- 
’Sidered. 

(1) A trunl^ioad to run Eastward 
from the town of High River via 
Frankburg, Brant and Vulcan. 

(2) Leaving Cayley Eastward via' 
Vulcan. 

(3) Leaving at Nanton immediately 
Eastward to a point 4 miles So'uth 
of Vulcan then Southward. 
Representations have been made 

from citizens of all these interested 
localities but the Minister is with¬ 
holding his decision until Spring. 

The queston of rural telephone^ 
has been receiving much considera¬ 
tion by the Government, and Dr. 
Stanley has been pressing the inter¬ 
ests of his constituency. It is con¬ 


currently rumoured that; the rural 
telephones will be constructed, on a 
frontage basis. That is if a district 
wishes to secure a rural telephone 
line it wijl proceed by petition 4n 
much the same way as local improve¬ 
ments are initiated in towns on the 
frontage system. If enough rate¬ 
payers consent to the construction the 
Government will then proceed with 
the Construction of the line and 
charge against each parcel of line 
its fair proportion of the expenses in 
connection with such construction. 
This charge will apply to all land- 
passed by the telephone’line. 

Your reporter has good grounds to 
believe that this will be the Goven*- 
jnent policy but will advise you 
definitely in a later report. 

Following th^ rtpresentatibns ot 
several members from Southern Al¬ 
berta to the Soldier’s Settlement 
Board in respect to the huge grazing 
leases in South Alberta and the ad>- j 
visibility of expropriating them for 
the settlement of returned men, 
comes the announcement from Otta¬ 
wa that an investigation commission 
has been oppointed to report on these 
grazjng leases as possible locations 
for returned soldiers. 

Deputations of women have visited 
the Government to protest against 
thl Bill 'for Widows’ and Mothers’ 
Pensions. The Bill provides that d 
widow or mother, whose husband is 
confined to an asylum, may be given 
a maximum of three dollars per week 
for each child, and that the grant be 
divided equally between the munici¬ 
pality and the Government. The 
mother must prove her poverty to 
receive it. 

Before the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee t%day Mr. Connor of Calgary 
testified that R. J. Daly, Provincial 
Publicity Commissioner, negotiated 
with him to sell lands in Sopth Al¬ 
berta to the Mennonite.% and that 
commissions in connection with the 
sale be split. Daly insisted upon 
four or five dollars per acre. Con¬ 
nor swore that Daly gave as his 
reason for demanding the large com¬ 
mission that he had to share his 
commission with Hon. Duncan Mar¬ 
shall. Mr. Marshall swore that he 
knew absolutely nothing respecting 
the matter.

The bride was 
very pretily dressed in white em¬ 
broidered Marquisite and white satin 
carrying a bouquet of white rdses and 
ferns, entered the parlor leaning on 
the arm of Mr. Riddle, while the 
brides mother sang “The voice that 
breathed o’er Eden.” The Rev.' Mr. 
Clark of De Winton performed the 
ceremony. About twenty friends of 
the contracting parties sat down to 
dinner after congratulations.

The Dauntless Manufacturing Co„ 
of Rcdclitfe, Alberta, already has 
nearly a thousand farmer sharehold¬ 
ers, according to information given 
by its officers to the Calgary press. 
This would seem to indicate that this 
newly created concern will before 
long be supported by a vastly great¬ 
er Humber of shareholders through¬ 
out the whole Province, for it is 
understood that the management ol 
it is at the present time initiating 
a campaign which will go into every 
highway and by-way of Alberta, so to 
say. 

In view of these things, and more 
especially because of the number oi 
shareholders in fhis district, it might 
be well to review briefly the work¬ 
ings of this Company. • 

The Dauntless Manufacturing Co. 
was organized probably not more 
than eighteen months ago. It was 
initiated by certain farmers of the 
gas belt of Southern Alberta with 
the idea in mind of manufacturing 
farm implements, repairs and the 
j other steel products used on the farm 
and in all agricultural pursuits. 

Although it is capitalized sit only 
$125,000 and although not mii-h than 
half of thatj issue has been deposed 
of, if thaymuch, the Company man¬ 
agement mas already purchased one 
large britk plant at Redcliffe, Alber¬ 
ta, and has built another of similar 
structure.

OUTLOOK FOR HIGH ' 

PRICED WHEAT NOT GREAT 

The outlook for a high price of 
wheat for the coining season is not 
very favourable. According to the con 
conclusion reached by Norman Lam¬ 
bert, secretary of the council of ag¬ 
riculture, in astory written in Paris 
and published in the Albertan this 
morning, the wheat crop of 1918 will 
not be exhausted before, the new crop 
comes in. The guaranteed price by 
the United States of the wheat crop 
of 1919 means a very large acreage, 
and under ordinary circumstances an 
enormous crop. There is every reas¬ 
on to suppose that the supply of 
wheat for the next couple of years 
will be adequate and that the price 
of wheat will come down. 

It is not likely that the Canadian 
Government will follow the example 
of the United States Government by 
guaranteeing the price “of the crop of 
1919. Such a policy would mean an 
enormous ery>enditure for ‘the tax¬ 
payers of the Dominion, and increase 
the Canadian debt by at least 20 per¬ 
cent over the present high figure at 
which it stands. The Canadion far¬ 
mers to their credit, have, made no 
demand for any such outlay. 

But if the Canadian wheat growers 
are patriotic enough to sacrifice what 
might reasonably J>e demanded, and 
which, without the asking, was con¬ 
ceded by the United States govern¬ 
ment, is it not the duty of UuLCana- 
dian manufacturers and others to re¬ 
move every obstacle which prevents 
the grain yower from producing as 
cheaply as he can? With wheat at $1 
a bushel what may be the price next 
autumn, the way of the grain grower 
will, be hard enough. He cannot make 
very good wages in an ordinary year 
ot that figure, if he has to continue 
to contribute the extraordinary toll, 
in the form of surtax to the manufac¬ 
turer for the implements which he 
buys to produce his grain. 

When the price comes down, the 
tariff issue will be more interesting 
than it is at the present time.
